TOWN WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRIG 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in 
the County of Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act up- 
on the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing, 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriation of the same. 


& To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs of high- 
ways and bridges. 


4, To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
Trunk Line and State Aid Roads. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to.raise and appropriate for the support of a 
Public Health Nurse to be employed by the Red Cross 
Organization. 


6. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of Li- 
braries and where it shall be expended. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the proper celebra- 
tion of Old Home Week. 
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8; To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid and Trunk 
Line Road Construction. 


9. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Street Lighting in 
the villages of Sanbornville, Wakefield Corner, Union 
and East Wakefield. 


10. To see if the Town of Wakefield, N..Hawiy 
the Board of Selectmen, consisting of James 8. Mooney, 
Harold S. Drew and the newly elected member, elected 
at the annual meeting on March 11th 1930, will vote 
to confirm the lease between the Town of Wakefield, 
New Hampshire, and the United States Government 
for the Post Office Quarters at Sanbornville, New 
Hampshire, for a period of ten years from July 16th, 
1929, the lease to include the furnishing of equipment, 
light, heat and water at an annual rental of $600. 


11. To see if the Town will accept from Nathan

Librarians Report, Feb. 1, 1929 to Feb. 1, 1930 

The Library has been open the usual time until 
the first of November when the Thursday evening 
session was cancelled for the cold weather. 

The year’s circulation was 6092, the attendance 
4346, the number of borrowers 388, and the number of 
books catalogued 204. 

We receive each year a box of books from the 
Free Public Library of Newark, New Jersey and we 
still have each year books from the Carnegie Endow- 
ment Fund.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board of Wakefield: 


Gentlemen,—It is my privilege to submit to you, 
and through you to the citizens of the town, my 
eleventh annual report as superintendent of the 
schools of Wakefield. 


Last spring several changes were made in the 
supervisory unions in this vicinity. One union was 
eliminated, the towns of which it was composed being 
added to other unions. Supervisory Union No. 41 was 
one of the unions affected, it being enlarged by the 
addition of Farmington. The number of teachers in 
this union is now nineteen more than last year. With 
this addition to the union I am, of course, not able to 
give so much of my time to the Wakefield schools as 
formerly. 


The following table contains the usual statistics 
relating to the schools: 
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Although the attendance was considerably brok- 
en by epidemics of contageous diseases, the per cent 
of attendance is higher than the average for the 
state. The latter is 94.58 as compared with 96.79 for 
Wakefield.

I thank those organizations and individuals who 
have assisted in these clinics in the past, and I solicit 
their continued interest in the future.

In May a school dental clinic was held at Sanborn- 
ville by Dr. McLaughlin assisted by Mrs. Gilman, 
under the direction of the local Red Cross.

Whooping cough was a common 
complaint during the summer and early Fall in San- 
bornville, Union and East Wakefield.
